Why the Parrot Is Able to imitate Hu- 
man Speech. 
| Ome of the government naturalists 
jat Washington has recently gathered 
some fresh information concerning the 
tongues of birds. 

Many people suppose that woodpeck 
fs use their sharp pointed tongues as 
darts with which to transfix their 
prey, It is trne that the woodpecker, 
like the humming bird, ean dart out Its 
fongue with astonishing rapidity and 
lthat its mouth is furnished with an 
}elaborate mechanism for this purpose, 
}yet, according to the authority men 
tioned, Investigation shows that the 
{object of this swift motion is only to 
catch the prey, not to pierce it. For 
the purpose of holding the captured 
| victim the woodpecker’s tongue is fur- 
nished with a sticky secretion, 
Considering its powers of imitating 
speech, it Is not surprising to learn 
that the parrot’s tongue resembles that

Electricity in the Modern Business 
Office, 


Written for the Jounnat by L, D. G. 


Within the past few years ottice work 
has increased so rapidly that new and 
improved methods and machinery had 
to be devised to handle the large volume 
of business, Asa result many important 
labor saving devices have been invented 
to facilitate office routive. 

The old hand processes have proved 
too slow. Speed is essential and elec 
tricity has been brought into use. 


This has now been used for many 
years in lighting offices. The electric 
push button, the telephone, the tele- 


graph and the electric fan have become 
office fixtures, 

The ease and facility with which office 
work cau now be handled is astonishing. 
Letters are dictated into a machine, 
they are written, folded, sealed, stamped 
and dropped into the mailing basket all 


| by machinery, 


Where the volume of mail is large and 
a ureat deal of work required, letters 
are dictated into an Edison  phono- 
graph driven by an electric metor. The 
cylinder is sent to the stenographer who 
transcribes a letter on a motor-driven 
typewriter machine, With this machine 
the slightest touch of a finger on a type 
key connects it with the motor power 
which carries the key to the paper and 
back in an instant, 

After the lettera are signed they are 
copied on some one of the different 
types of letter-copying machines. Such 
a machine electrically operated, copies 
letters as rapidly as they can be set ip 
by an attendant. The letter folder 
feeds itself automatically and with 
lightning rapidity delivers the letters 
folded and stamped at the rate of one 
hundred a minute,

Early Lamps and Wicks. 
It would be hazardous to conjecture 


what the first wick consisted of, but 
when we come to consider the fron 
lamp, or “crusie,”” we know that the 


wick commonly used was the pith of 
the rush, which was gathered and 
partially stripped of its outer green 
covering, cut into proper lengths, dried 
and tied up into bundles ready for use. 
The fron lamp was hammered out of 


one piece of iron in a stone mold. This 
wus usually done by the blacksmith, 
and the molds are still to be seen in 


museums, In the hands of private col 
lectors and no doubt at some of the 
country blacksmiths’ shops. ‘They are 
of one uniform shape, with some silght 
varieties. The lamp of two 
cups, one suspended sbove and inside 
the other, The suspender is so fixed 
and notched as to enable the upper 
cup, Which holds the ofl and wick, to 
be shifted to keep the oil constantly in 
contact with the wick. The lower cup 
eatehes the drip of the oil, which can 
be easily replaced in the upper cup by 
lifting it off until the ofl is poured into 
it. The upper cup has sometimes a 
movalele lid.—Chambers’ Journal.

A Terrible Calamity, 


News was received 
of the blowing up and 
the power boat Dolphin off Cleveland 
Ledge in Bugzard’s Bay while making 
passage between Marion and Woods 
Hole about 6 o'clock Saturday evening, 
July 11, by which four lives were lost, 
among them that of Mr. John T. Trail 
of this city, who syood over the engine 
jand was blown into the air, and 
Kogineer Savory. Two ot the 6 persons 
on board the Dolphin, Arthur T, Tar 
bell of Boston, lier owner, a cousin of 
Mr. Trull, and Mr. Peeker, were picked 
up by a fisherman the next day, after 
floating and swimming in the Bay 24 
hours, in such a weak and exhausted 
condition that they could not have held 
out more than a few hours longer. The 
other four gentlemen wero probably 
killed instantly and their bodies blown 
into the Bay. 

The Dolphin sailed from Marblehead 
on Saturday and put into Marion to 
receive Mr. Pecker, the party intending 
to take a long pleasure cruise, The 
caure of the terrible accident is unknown, 
although itis believed that the large 
quantity of naptha on board was, in 
some way, accountable for it. At last 
accounts the body of Mr. Trull, whore 
tragic death will be deeply lamented by 
his many Woburn and Boston friends, 
has wot yet been recovered, and may 
never be, 

Joho T. Trall waa 66 years old, aon of 
the lato Mr. Charles Trull, and had 
lived in Woburn from childhood.

If it is true, as currently reported,

WHAT IS A DAY? 


Vou Probably Think It Is Twenty-four 
Hours, but It Isn't. 

Nine persons out of ten—yes, 999 out 
of every 1,000—if asked how long it 
takes the earth to turn once on its 
axis would answer (twenty-four hours, 
and te the question, How many times 
does It turn on its axis In the course 
of the year? the answer would be 
305% times. Both answers are wrong. 

It requires but twenty-three hours 
and fifty-six minutes for the earth to 
make one complete turn, and it makes 
8004 turns during the year. The er- 
ror springs from a wrong idea of what 
is mennt by a day. 

The day ts not. as is commonly sup- 
posed, the time required by the earth 
to make one tury on Itsy axis, but the 
interval between two successive pas- 
sages of the sun across the meridian— 
that Is to say, the time which elapses 
after the sun Is seen exactly south in 
{fs diurnal course through the heavens 
before it is again seen in that position. 

Now, in consequence of the eartli's 
revolution in its orbit or path round 
the sun, the sy has {he appearance 
of moving very slowly Ip the heavens 
In a direction from eust to west. At 
noon tomorrow the sun will be a short 
distance to the east of the point In the 
heavens at which It is seen at noon 
today, so that when the earth has 
made gne complete furn it will still 
have to turn four minutes longer be- 
fore the sun can again be seen exactly 
south, 


THE ANCIENT SPARTANS. 


They Flogged Men Who Grew Too Fat 
For Military Service. 

Amang the ancient Bpartans every- 
thing was considered secondary to mil- 
itary efficiency, and with a view to se- 
curing this the boys and men were by 
law kept in a continual state of “train- 
ing.” No deformed child was allowed 
fq live. Bpys were taken from their 
homes and subjected to military regu- 
lations at the age of seven, They were 
compelled to wear the same single gur- 
ment winter and summer, At twenty 
they joined the ranks and from that 
age till they reached sjxty were pe 
quired to dine at the public tables, 
where only a certain quantity was sup- 
plied for exch mun. The magistrates 
interfered {in absurdly small matters 
They regulated the degree of fatness to 
which it was lawful for any citizen to 
extend his body. 

Those who dared to grow too fat or 
too soft for military service and exer- 
else were sometimes soundly flogged. 
Aclian in his history relates that 
Nauclis, son of Polytus, was brought 
before the ephors (magistrates) and the 
whole assembly of Sparta, and “his un-

banishment if he did not bring his 
body within the regular Spartan com- 
pass and give up the culpable mode 
which was declared to be 
worthy of an Ionian than a 
Spartan.

FOES OF THE LEVEES. 


Sources of Danger to the Artificial 
Banke Along the Missiesippi. 
“People who know little about our 
system. of levees, the artificial banks 
built to confine the flood waters that 
pour into the Mississipph me doubt 
imagine that the heavy rains are the 
only enemy with which the levees have 
to contend,” sald a Baton Rouge man. 
“On the cantrary, the levees, both 
during times of flood and low water, 
are subject to the incessant attacks of 
living foes, the destructive work of 
which costs millions of dollars: ‘These 
foes are alligators, turtles, muskrats, 
field rats, fresh water terrapin ana 
crawfish, Of all these burrowers that 
prey on the levees, excavating within 
them goodly chambers or tunnels, the 
crawlish do the most damage, with tke 
turtles and terrapins a good second. 
The harm done by the alligators is 

comparatively small. 

“In repairing the banks crawfish 
holes are often found of immense size. 
It is these hollow spaces that In time 
of freshets cause a caving in and break 
of the levees, which of course bring 
on an inundation of all the adjacent 
country. The worst part of the busi- 
hess is that no way of exterminating 
these pests has yet been fomnd, and 
the only thing to be done ts to try to 
keep them away from the banks as 
much as possible.’—Baltimore Ameri 
can, 


Senses of insects. 

Insects guide themselves in flight ab 
most entirely and on the ground partly 
by means of their faceted eyes. The 
antennae and the buccal sensory or- 
Gans cannot help in aerial steering. 

Insects perceive the motion of ob 
jects particularly well—i e, the dis 
placements of visual images relatively 
to the compound eye. They therefore 
see better when on the wing than at 
rest, for during flight the image of im- 
mobile objects is displaced relatively 
to the eye. 

Insects distinguish the contours and 
forms of objects only more or less in- 
distinctly. 

Insects appreciate the direction and 
distance of objects very clearly during 
flight by the aid of their compound 
eyes. ‘They can also appreciate, even 
When at rest, the distance of immobile 
objects. 

Certain tnsects (bees, bumblebees) 
distinguish color clearly and recognize 
colors vetter than forms. Among 
others (wasps) the perception of color 
appears, on the contrary, to very 
rudimentary.—“Senses of Insects.”

Birds, bats, squir- 
rels, rats, toads and lizards all flock 
to the feast. Dogs and cats eat the 
winged ants with avidity.

“The 
Tamil cooly looks upon a mess of 
fried termites as a great dainty, and I 
have several European acquaintances 
who consider that termites on toast 
form a dish worthy of more general 
inclusion in the menu. They are said

other things a casual visitor would 
fall to appreciate, 

For Instance, at one restaurant ouly 
single portions are served for one per- 
son, At another, where the cooking ts 
equally good, half portions, nearly or 
quite as large us the single portions of 
other places, are served for one per- 
son. There was a little dispute at a 
well known hotel over a mistake in an 
order of trout and chicken that made 
n difference of several dollars on a 
check for a rather simple dinner for 
two. It was settled “out of court,” as 
it were, and quite agreeably, but hotel 
managers regret and try to avoid these 
mistakes, especially when the customer 
is a regulur visitor, for they know he 
never forgets the details of his eating 
and Is slow to forgive an error, 

Another peculiarity of diners is as to 
the location of tables. Some persons 
cling to one table and feel aggrieved 
when they find another in their favor- 
ite seat. Restuurant proprietors have 
tried to understand this peculiarity of 
their patrons, but have to admit they 
fail to explain it—St. Louis Republic.

Text of the Lesson, | Sam. xx, 30-42. 
Memory Verse, 42—Golden Text, 
Prov. xvii, 17—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns,

At the beginning of last week's les- 
son we referred briefly to the love of 
Jonathan and David as set forth tn 
xvill, 1-4, and now we follow on to 
consider the love of God and of Jonna 
than and the murderous hatred of 
Saul. The great murderer Is ever seek 
ng to kill, but the great and only life 
giver is not only ever giving life, and 
life abundantly, but He is ever pre 
erving and caring for the life which 
Ife gives, When Saul instructed Jona- 
than and all his servants to kill David, 
Jonathan so reasoned and pleaded that 
his father sald, “As the Lord liveth, he 
shall not be sinin” (xix, 1-6), But no 
rellanee can be placed on & man pos 
sessed by such an evil spirit, and soon 
we read that Saul sought to smite Da- 
vid to the wall with his javelin and 
then sent messengers to slay him In 
his own house, but David escaped and 
went to Samuel, and he and Samuel 
went to dwell at Natoth (xix, 7-24). 
From thence Dayld returned to Inter 
view Jonathan and sald to him, “Tru- 
ly, as the Lord Iiveth and as thy soul 
Nveth, there Is but a step between me 
and death” (xx, 3), for so it seemed as 
long as he was within reach of Saul, 
Tonathan could not believe this of his 
father, so they fell upon a plan to as- 
certain truly the purpose of Saul to 
ward David. When, shortly after this, 
Saul attempted to kill Jonathan also 
because he took David's part, then Jon- 
than knew that it was determined of 
his father to slay David, and he com- 
municated the same to David by 
means of the lad and the arrows as re 
corded tn chapter xx, 80-42, our special 
lesson for today. One cannot but think 
of the purpose of the Jews to kill 
Jesus and of how He escaped out of 
their hand again and again until In the 
eternal purpose of God the time came 
when they were permitted to do that 
which His hand and counsel had re- 
solved before to be done (Acts tv, 28). 

The death of David at the hands of 
Saul was not tn the plan and purpose 
of God, however much !t may have 
seemed so at times. We may not know 
always just what Ills purpose for us 
Is, but He will make ft plain, and we 
may be quite sure that If we are abid- 
Ing in Him nothing that {s not In His 
plan for us can ever reach us and all 
that Is in ffs plan surely will. We 
may learn to live In God and find in 
Iflin always a home of peace and rest. 
This ts our privilege, though few seem 
to attain to it. See the heart of Jona- 
than In verse 34. Ife did not care for 
himself nor grieve because of his fa- 
ther’s treatment of-him, but “he was 
grieved for David because his father 
had done him shame,” Saul’s’ treat- 
ment of his son was also his treatment 
of David, for Jonathan stood for Da- 
vid. When Paul sent Onesimus home 
to his former master, Philemon, he 
said fn his letter, “Receive him as my- 
self, and ff he oweth thee aught put 
{t to my account.” Soe the Lord Jesus 
makes us one with Himself, and who- 
ever or whatever touches one of His 
touches Himself. Therefore He said 
to Saul when persecuting the Chris- 
tlans, “Why perseeutest thou Me?’ 
Me said concerning Israel in Zech. fl, 
8, “IIe that toucheth you toucheth the 
apple of his eye.” 

See the love of Jonathan and David 
In their parting after the Jad had re- 
turned home (verse 4), “They kissed 
one another and wept one with an- 
other till David) exceeded.” Joseph 
thus wept not only over Benjamin, 
but over all his brethren as he forgave 
them and took them to his heart to 
love them and care for them and nour 
Ish them and thelr little 
Jesus love us thus? For we think that 
we could trust and rest le love like 
that. Listen to His own werd, “As the 
Father hath loved Me so have I loved 
you; continue ye In My (John 
xv, 9). Tlow slow we are to belleve it! 
The wondrous love of these two, Da 
vid and Jonathan, is seen on a later 
occasion when Jonathan went to Da- 
vid and strengthened his hand tn God 
and said to him, “Fear not, for the 
hand of Saul, my father, shall not find 
thee, and thou shalt be king over Is- 
roel, and I shall be next unto thee” 
(chapter xxill, 16, 17). There seems to 
be not a particle of self In Jonathan, 
his desire being all for Dayid and his 
welfare 

But what shall we say concerning 
the love of the Son of God to us, who, 
though He was rich, for our sakes be 
enume poor that we through His pover 
ty might become rieh? (I Cor. vill, 0) 
Tle laid aside all His glory which He 
had with the Father before the world 
was and became one of us, taking our 
nature and, greater than all, taking 
our sins and suffering for them in our 
stead, that we might in due time be 
lifted up to His place and share His 
kingdom and glory, How can we re 
frain from telling It and Ilving to 
make It known to those who nhever 
heard?

It is about 
as necurate to say that the Italians 
‘ive on macaroni as that the Amert- 
eans live on turkey. Macaroni to the 
working Italian Is a luxury, You often 
gee young fellows on a holiday in- 
dulging in a dish in a restaurant or 
before a street cook stand about as 
Americans would eat ice cream. A 
customary workman's dinner ts a hunk 
of brend broken apart and “buttered” 
with a few traces of tomato sauce, As 
for meat, It Is the greatest rarity, and 
the only drink they can afford is wa- 
ter, which bas the advantage of being 
eheap and filling, The Ttallans at 
home are not only temperate, but ab 
stemious, Wine and beer and even 
tea, coffee and chocolate are forbidden 
to them on account of the expense. In 
all Italy we saw no one under the tn- 
fluence of liquor. So also there ts 
practically no smoking. The govern- 
ment has a monopoly of the tobacco 
business, buys its supplies in quanti 
tles direct In America and elsewhere 
and charges three prices for every- 
thing. The few tobacco shops keep a 
plece of smoldering tow tled at the 
doorpost, so that patrons and passers

POTPOURRI MAKING. 


How to Prepare and Select the Various 
Ingredients. 

For a dweller in the country or the 
garden surrounded suburb the follow 
Ing suggestions for gathering and pre 
serving the sweetness and fragrance 
of the spring and summer for delecta 
tion In the winter months by setting 
up a potpourri jar are recommended 
fo every young girl who has access to 
& garden or the fields and woods 

Any one of the quaint and pretty 
patterns of rose jars procurable at any 
big shop will answer for holding the 
potpourri ftself, which consists not 
only of rose leaves, but of the petals 
nnd leaves of any sweet scented plant 
The putting up of the potpourri con 
sequently extends through spring and 
early summer, just as the different 
blossoms come out. There are a few 
general directions which must be close 


ly followed In making potpourri, The 


rose jar itself, as also the vessel in 
Which the potpourri is mixed, must 
be perfectly new—must never before 
have been used. The salt used in the 
making must be tonsted in the oven to 
Insure {ts absolutely dryness The 
blossoms and leaves must be young 
and tender when gathered, entirely un 
wilted and must be used when perfect 
ly fresh—not after lying by or standing 
In water The ingredients must be 
thoroughly stirred up at least once 
better twice—a day, and when the pot. 
pourrt ts all gathered and mixed ft 
should be exposed for two or three 
weeks to the heat of the August sun 

Here follow two recipes for pot 
pourrt ingredients. They are copied 
from an old book handed down from 
mother to daughter fn a German baro 
nial family and have been followed, 
as have also the general instructions 
given above, and found reliable and 
satisfactory even in the present genera 
tion 

Kirst.—One pound fresh — plekled 


orange blossoms, half a pound of roses, 
half a pound of mace, half a pound of 
lavender and four ounces of marijo 
rim leaves, four ounces of carnations 
four ounces oxalis, one ounce rose- 
mary, one ounce cloves and half an 
oun 

Second.—Cne pound of orange blos 
soms, One pound of roses, half a pound 
of red carnations, half a pound each 
of marjoram and myrtle, two ounces 
each of nutineg, thyme, lavender, sage

SEA BATHING. 


The Effects of Salt Air and Water on 


the Human Body. 


There Is a renson why parents have 


In all times and in all ages endeavored 
to give their children the benefit of sea 


alr and sea bathing. An Italian physi 
tian, Gerosa, tells about it: 


It Is agreed, he says, that all living 


organisms began their first existence In 
salt water and that as a result the hu 
man body (and indeed every antimnal 
body) is largely made up of salt. 
you taste your blood or your tears, | 
which are the extract of blood, you 
will find that both are quite salt tn 
flavor. More than this, however, every 
living being possesses within his body, 
in the cellular stage, all those strange | 
marine organisms which we study so 
curiously in museums, And, seeing, 
says Gerosa, that the amount of sea 
water contained in every body Is equal 
to one-third of that body's weight, it is 
clear that in the infinitesimally rudl- | 
mentary form all known marine life | 
must be present in the blood. The re- 
sult is that when we bathe In the sea 
| or breathe the sea air we replace the 
amount of essential salt which is eon- 
stantly decreasing in the system and, 
all unconsciously to ourselves, wenk- 
ening it. Salt water, says Gerosa, is | 
really the main principle of life, since 
it is the first condition of existence 
which the living organisms knew. It 
is therefore always good for the body, | 
whether it be enjoyed at the seaside or 
brought in bottles from the sea In 
particular is it very valuable in the 
ease of weakling children, and there is 
no bodily stimulant so invigorating to 
the very young as sea water,

| crops GROW WITHOUT RAIN. 


How the Syrian Peasant Makes Use of 
the Moist Subsoil. 

In Syrian and Palestine from the be 
ginning of April until October there ts 
} practically no rain, yet In July the 
fields teem with a vigorous growth of 
Watermelons, tomatoes, cueumbers 
ete, all flourishing without artifielal 
Watering, although at that time no 
rain has fallen for many weeks 

In fact, the Syrian peasant from the 
moment his seed has been sown prays 
that no rain may fall. During the pe 
riod of growth of a crop the surface of 
the soil to a depth of six or eight 
Inches Is perfectly dry and loose, Be 
low this surface layer will be found 
moist soll, in which the roots extend 
fnd grow vigorously In this moist 
Rubsoil plants continue to grow until 
late autumn. When the crop Is re 
moved In the autumn the rains com 
mence, and the land is plowed after 
each heavy rain as soon as the soil 
begins to dry 

Two primary objects are kept In 
view In plowing—to furnish a favora 
ble surface for taking up all the water 
and to prevent its upward evaporation 
from the subsoil, The great point is 
fo keep the upper six inches of soil 
perfectly loose and friable, so that the 


} moisture from below Is not drawn up 


Ward and lost in evaporation, but does 
hot ascend higher than the compact 
subsoil that is not broken up by the 
plow. For this reason the plowing Is 
shallow, averaging from four to six 
inches In depth 

When the time for sowing the seed 
arrives the land is plowed to a depth 


} of about six inches and the seed ts 


sown from an arrangement attached 
to the plow, falls on the damp subsoll 
and is covered by the soil closing over 
behind the plowshare, From this time 
the upper stratum of loose soll pre 
vents the escape of moisture upward 
beyond the wet subsoil on which the 
seeds rest nnd into which their roots 
after the process of germination

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THE MAINE ELECTION. 


Last Monday, Sept. 14, Maine held 
her election of Governor, Congreas- 
meu, and other Officers, with the 
usual result of a handsome Republican 
victory. A larger vote than usual was 
cast. Fernald, the Republican candi- 
date for Governor, won by a plurality 
of 8,000 votes, which was Governor 
Cobb's plurality in 1906, showing that 
the Republicans held their own, They 
elected the four Congressmen and a 
large majority of both branches of the 
Legislature. 

The only issue in the campaign was 
resubmission of the prohibatory law to 
a popular vote, which has been the 
bove of contention between the parties 
for several years past, the Democrats 
being in favor of this measure, and the 
Republicans opposed to it. Oa this 
issue the Democratic party have been 
gaining ground steadily in the past. 
National politics were scarcely alluded 
to io the late campaign 

On last Tuesday's election the in- 
crease of the Democratic vote exceeded 
that of the Republicans, and was due 
to the uousual activity of the Demo 
crats to secure a majority of the Legis- 
lature favorable to resubmission. 

The result of the election indicated 
a big vote for Taft in November, and 
is entirely satisfactory to the Republi: 
cans. 


CONGRESSMAN McCALL. 


Representative McCall, who will 
receive his ointh nomination for Con- 
gress this year, probably without 
opposition, will soon be confronted 
with the great opportunity of his 
political career. His oame appears 


third in the list of Republican mem 
bers of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House, being outranked 
in service on that important committee 
only by Serevo Payne, ite Chairman, 
aod by Mr. Dalzell of Peonsy)|vania 
This is the supremely important com 
mittee whenever the tariff is revised, 
aod relatively commonplace at other 
times. Next spring Mr. McCall will 
be looked on as the champion of 
Massachusetts’ interests in the impor 
tant service of Tariff revision, and 
while the final work of the house will 
be sent to the Senate for overhauling, 
the decisions of the lower body go 
some distance toward determining 
reaults.— Boston Transcript.

Ove week from tomorrow, namely 
Oct. 3, the Republicans of Massachu- 
aetts are to meet, by delegates, in Bos: 
ton to aominate candidates for Gover- 
nor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary 
of State, Treasurer, and to fill other 
positions to be voted for next Novem 
ber. It is expected to be an interest- 
ing and highly entertaining assembly, 
although there will be but one serious 
contest to dispose of, that of Lieutevant 
Governor. 

According to the card, or order of 
exercises, Hon. Eben 8S. Draper. 
present Lieutenant and late Acting 
Governor, is to be nominated, without 
opposition, for the office of Chiet 
Executive of the Commonwealth, av 
exalted position he has fairly and 
honestly earned, and which the Party 
at large want to see him occupy, as he 
will for the next 3 years after Jan. 1, 
1909, if he lives. 

The real fight of the convention will 
come when the call for the nomination 
of a candidate for Lieut. Governor is 
made, Messrs. Joho N. Cole, Robert 
Luce, and Louis Frothingham are the 
aepirants, all three of whom have been 
puttiog in hard work for delegates 
during the last six months. Each 
vumber of the trio claims to be certain 
ot winning out hands down at the con 
vention, which, of course, can’t be 
true, for two of them must go to the 
wall while only one cap win. 

The general opivion prevails that 
Cole still leads and will carry the con- 
vention by a large majority; but this 
is disputed by the others, especially by 
Frothingham, who says he has already 
into Cole’s forces 
in Essex county and elsewhere. The 
friends of Luce, too, claim that their 
map is making headway, and gaining 
on the other too. 

The present incumbents of positions 
at the State House are vot to be dis- 
turbed, but will be nominated by 
acclamation.

THE FALL OF FORAKER. 


Early this week the political career 
of United States Senator Foraker of 
Ohio came to a sudden and diagraceful 
end. The publication of letters from 
the Treasurer of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany to Foraker containing $30,000, 
in payment of his Senatorial influence, 
published by Hearst in hia N. Y. 
paper, acknowledged by Foraker to be 
genuine and true, and proving beyond 
a doubt that since his election to the 
Senate he bas been the paid agent and 
Attorney for the Standard in that body, 
astounded the Nation, and was the 
blow that laid Foraker low. 

Foraker was to have stumped Ohio 
and other parts for Talt this campaign ; 
but after these damning disclosures the 
committee would have none of him, 
aud he, discredited, disowned by the 
Republican leaders, sent adrift, volun- 
tarily requested that his speaking en- 
gagements be cancelled, which was 
done. 

Ion years past Foraker has been a 
large figure in Ohio and National 
politics, although he never enjoyed the 
confidence and reapect of Taft, Roose- 
velt, and other party leaders; but bis 
eud has come, and he is now a dead 
cock in the pit. 


CLEVELAND'S PREDICTION, 


Shortly before hia last illness Grover 
Cleveland planned to write for publica- 
tion three articles on the then approach- 
ing Presidential campaign. One of the 
articles was finished by him and ap 
peared in the N. Y. Zimes on Aug. 30.

**With the several other parties dis- 
organizing, redeveloping, and pro-

Why Inferior Honors Are Sometimes 
Refused by Commoners. 
Although it costs money to be made 
€ peer, no sum can actually buy @ 
British title, as may be done in some 


Hurepean counteles Hlonors of this 
fescription are in the giving of the 
king, or, rather, his majesty bestows 
them on persons at the recommenda 


tion of the prime minister, who really 
has the final say in the matter, Titles 
fire conferred either directly or tndt 
rectly directly when no third per. 
son recommends a candidate for royal 
recognition and indirectly when a 
third person brings a candidate's name 
forward, he having good and valid 
grounds for doing so. The former 
method, however, is the one which ts 
usually adopted, It is the duty of the 
prime minister to distinguish a name 
celebrated in polities, selenee, art or 
literature and to decide whether the 
merits of any given prominent person 
deserve recognition at the hands of 
the king, 

If, in the opinion of the prime min 
Ister, such a given person deserves ele 
vation to titled rank, before the minis 
ter takes any steps in the matter the 
favored Individual is apprised of the 
prime minister's intentions by a per- 
sonal letter, in whieh is conveyed the 
degree or title it is proposed to confer 
on him, subject to his approval. In 
four out of five cases the approval ts 
given. The fifth person, who may 
have been offered a knighthood or 
perchance a baronetey, refuses be- 
eause his refusal may increase his 
chances of obtaining at a later day 
a higher title still—a peerage. Armed 
with the person’s approval, the prime 
minister now takes the next step—that 
{s, obtaining his majesty’s sanction 
which is rarely refused.
